Chapman was a prom inent fi­ 
gure in Michigan fairs, and his 
trip to Grand 
Rapids 
yesterday 
had been in connection with that 
city’s preparations for a harvest 
festival. 
For years he was a close asso­ 
ciate of form er 
Governor 
Fred 
W. Green. He came to Ionia with 
Green 39 years ago and they were 
associated in the Ypsilanti Reed 
F urn itu re Co., which they found­ 
ed. 
Chapm an was secretary of the 
Ionia county 
road 
commission, 
was a director of the 
Ionia 
Na­ 
tional Bank, and In addition to 
serving as m ayor he had been an 
Ionia alderm an. He was prom in­ 
ent in K nights of Columbus ac­ 
tivities. He served as w arden of 
the 
reform atory 
under 
form er 
Governor F ran k D. Fitzgerald. 
As secretary of the Ionia Free 
Fair association Chapman became 
widely known in the state and na­ 
tion as an exponent of that type 
of exhibition. He became an offi­ 
cer in the Michigan Fair Execu­ 
tives association and at one time 
president of the Ration al Fairs as­ 
sociation and tne Michigan Fairs 
association.

mann, 26, W'hen he swore she was 
a m essenger for 
the 
espionage 
syndicate. 
Fraulein Hofmann eyed Rum- 
rich without m issing a beat in her 
gum-ohewing. 
Rumrich testified Karl Sohluet- 
er, a fugitive defendant and alleg­ 
ed “contact m an” of the spy ring, 
told him Miss Hofmann belonged 
to the bureau of m essengers of the 
German intelligence service. 
The witness said he handed ov­ 
er to her photographs of the U. S. 
navy cruiser Houston in the Pan­ 
ama Canal locks for delivery to 
the Berlin headquarters of 
the 
ring. 
He 
added he had bought the 
“secret” photographs in a store in 
the Panama Canal zone.

Michigan 8 Million 


In Red This Year, 


Says Budget Chief 


Lansing, Oct. 18 (ZP)—The state 
government incurred a deficit in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, 
of $8,378,897 on its over-all expendi­ 
tures or a budgetary 
diflclt 
of 
$8,741,487, Budget Director Harold 
D. Smith said today. 
Smith said a statem ent of the 
fiscal year condition revealed today 
was the first such detailed state­ 
ment ever to be made in state his­ 
tory. 
It was ordered by the 1937 
legislature. 
Smith 
asserted 
the 
statement had been reconciled with 
figures of the auditor general and 
state treasurer and that it was “not 
vulnerable.’’ 
For all budgetary and non-budget- 
ary items. Smith said, total receipts 
for that fiscal year were $216,063.- 
490.64, compared to $202,170,941 in 
the preceding year, an increase of 
$13,892,549. 
Included in the increase was an 
approximate $4,500,000 increase in 
taxes, obtained despite a $2,000,000 
decrease in sales tax collections. 
Also included was about $1,000,000 
increase 
in 
delinquent 
property 
taxes and about $4,500,000 increase 
in liquor revenues. The liquor com­ 
mission, Smith said, 
boosted 
its 
revenues from $11,500,000 to $22.- 
750.000 in that year. 
The state paid out an over-all 
total of $223,298,111 In the same 
fiscal year. Smith said, an Increase 
of almost $24,500,000 over the $198,- 
841,199 in the preceding year. 
He 
accounted for the increased expen­ 
ditures thus: education. $6,750,000: 
social welfare, $14,600,000 (Includ­ 
ing $7,750,000 for old age assist­ 
ance); health and hospitals. $2,500.- 
000; and bonded 
debt 
charges. 
$2,500,000. 
Of the expenditures. Smith said. 
$396,000,000 was turned 
over 
to 
local governments. 
The net cash deficit for the 1938 
fiscal year as against the cash on 
had condition at the beginning of 
that period was $8,373,897, which 
figured as the over-all deflctt for 
the year.

Riley Says Murphy. Was 
on Federal Payroll 
In 1936 Campaign 


"G overnor Murphy was on the 
government 
payroll 
during 
the 
1936 primary,” said R. J . Riley of 
Gladstone at a regular meeting of 
the Escanaba Republican club last 
evening. 
“No person dares to challenge 
my honor or honesty,’ ” declared 
Frank Murphy in a speech August 
*>1, 1936,” Mr. Riley quoted from 
Murphy’s own speech, “Y et,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Riley, “The Bureau of 
Insular Affairs admits Gov. Mur­ 
phy was being paid federal money 
after he bad resigned 
from 
his 
post In the Philippines.” 
“On May 1 3, 1936 Murphy sail­ 
ed from Manila going to Japan for 
a tour of that country before re- 
tuioing to America. He landed in 
San Francisco on June 4, 1936. 
“ He went immediately to W ash­ 
ington and on July 9, 1936 the 
United Press sent a news dispatch 
to the press of 
Michigan 
which 
said ‘Frank Murphy, United States 
high commissioner to the Philip­ 
pines announced today 
that 
he 
had resigned his insular post to 
enter the Michigan governor race.’ 
In a speech at Ironwood, August 
25. 1936, 
Frank 
Murphy 
said, 
'Why did I give up a great inter­ 
national post— the best paid diplo­ 
matic post under the flag— to seek 
an office where the salary is less 
than one-sixth 
as 
much— ’ (The 
governors salary is $5000.00 per 
year plus an additional $5000.00 
for his own use which he is not 
obliged to account for). 
“Drew Extra 914,000” 
“ He continually told the people 
of the United States why he gave 
up a position paying $35,000 for 
one of $5,000. He Just wanted to 
serve the people of the state of 
Michigan. Money was not what he 
was after, so he said. But here are 
the facts: 
j 
“As a result of inquiry during 
the past few* weeks the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs in Washington pro­ 
vides the information w’hich shows 
that Frr.nk Murphy from January 
I, 1936 to September 4, 1936 dur­ 
ing the primary campaign when 
he was telling the people of Mich­ 
igan that he had ‘given up’ his 
most 
‘lucrative’ 
position 
w a s 
paid regularly his monthly salary 
as high commissioner to the Phil­ 
ippines. 
“ During this 
period 
he 
drew 
from the federal government a to ­ 
tal of $14,000 
in 
salary. 
How 
many thousands of dollars he was 
paid in expenses no one knows as 
the bureau so far has not revealed 
this information. 
“Apparently just 
before 
Sep­ 
tember 4, 19 36 some of the party 
leaders in Washington discovered 
that Murphy was still on the fed­ 
eral payroll and w’ere fearful that 
something 
might 
happen 
to 
‘queer’ his election if the voters of 
Michigan learned of this. On Sept. 
4ih. 1936 his name was taken off 
the federal payroll. 
“But his name was not to be off 
the federal payroll 
long. 
There 
was no danger after the election, 
so on November 6. 1936 Governor 
Murphy s name went back on the 
government payroll. Between No­ 
vember 5, 1936 and Dec. 31, 1936 
Governor Murphy 
was 
paid 
an 
aoditional $2,580 as 
high 
com­ 
mander of the Philippines. All of 
that time was 
spent 
by 
Frank 
M u r p h y vacationing in Coral Ga­ 
bies and Miami, Florida, and H a­ 
vana. Cuba. 
“ It is interesting to note,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Riley, “ that Feb. 10th 
1936 the war department asked 
an appropriation 
from 
congress 
for $ 1 6 1 , 0 0 0 for the salary and 
expenses of Frank Murphv as high 
commissioner of the Philippines in 
19 36. 
“Spending Money # 1 0 .0 0 0 ” 
“Also Frank Murphy was allow­ 
ed $600 per month for his suite 
of rooms at 
the 
Manila 
hotel. 
They also allowed 
him 
$10,000 
additional 
expense 
money 
and 
three expensive 
automobiles. 
He 
took all his relatives with him and 
th* tax pavers paid all their ex­ 
penses. 
“ His total income 
checks 
ex­ 
ceeds $208,000 exclusive 
of 
his 
expenses paid by the public. He 
has never paid taxes to support 
any city, state, county or the pub­ 
lic schools. His address is a De- 
tioit hotel.” 
Mr. Riley concluded by saying 
that “ No man no matter who he

State Treasurer Theodore I. Fry, 
Democratic candidate for re-elction, 
and John N. Fegan, chairman of the 
Michigan state tax commission, ad­ 
dressed a Democratic rally at the 
Coliseum last night winding up a 
swing through this section of the 
Upper Peninsula in which they vis­ 
ited Manistique, Gladstone and E s­ 
canaba. 
Introduced to the local audience

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Housing Authority Recommends Local 
Survey To Determine Need Of Prefect 


A survey of Escanaba'a bousing 
problems Is recommended by Na­ 
than Straus, Federal Housing Au 
thorlty adm inistrator, In a recent 
letter received by George E. Bean, 
Escanaba city m anager. 
The lo 
cal city council has authorized the 
city m anager to oonduct a survey 
to determ ine the extent of Esca­ 
naba^ housing needs, and Straus’ 
letter is the answ er to a query 
sent the FHA by Bean asking the 
best survey method. 
At the tim e the survey was au 
thorlzed, members of the council 
expressed the opinion that, if the 
survey showed a clear and defi­ 
nite need fo r a kxw-ooat housing 
project In Escanaba, they would 
be in favor of going ahead with it. 
Straus’ 
letter, 
describing the 
procedure required to start a low- 
cost housing program and some of 
the problems likely to be encoun­ 
tered, appears below; 
W ashington, Oct. IO, 1938 
My dear Mr. Bean: 
Allow me to thank you for your 
letter of September 20. 
I am in­ 
deed pleased to learn of your in­ 
terest in developing a successful 
housing program fo r your commu­ 
nity. 
While contem plating the de­ 
velopment of plans for a low-rent 
housing program , local authori­ 
ties in relatively sm all oommunl- 
atles must consider not only the 
Pexlstence of unsafe and insanitary 
housing and the obvious need for 
better housing in th a t community, 
but also certain other facts which 
are involved In the planning of a 
successful low-rent housing proj­ 
ect. 
The successful development 
and adm inistration 
of 
low-rent 
housing 
projects 
In 
relatively 
sm all com m unities presents cer­ 
tain 
difficulties 
and 
problems 
which should receive the careful 
and attentive consideration of the 
local authorities. 
In the first place, local author 
ities have realized that low-rent 
housing projects m ust be of suf 
ficlent size so th at the total ex­ 
pense of m anagem ent and opera­ 
tion will not be out of proportion 
to the num ber of dwelling units; 
otherw ise 
rentals 
could not be 
established within the reach of 
the slum dwellers. 
There is a 
certain minimum of operating ex­ 
pense which attaches to all proj­ 
ects, even to the very small ones. 
Local authorities m ust therefore 
ascertain w hether it is possible to 
develop 
successfully 
projects 
which contain a sm all num ber of 
dwelling units because, in order 
to achieve low rentals, the ex­ 
pense of m anagem ent and opera­ 
tion m ust bear a reasonable rela­ 
tionship to the num ber of dwelling 
units. 
In 
addition 
to 
determ ining 
w hether the project can be suffi­ 
cient In sine 
be feasible from a 
rn 
^ m a n a g e m e n t viewpoint, the local 
authorities m ust also 
whether there are 
a 
determ ine 
sufficient 


num ber of eligible slum dwellers 
in the community to assure com­ 
plete occupancy of the project. 
Under the terras of the United 
States Housing Act, only those 
families are eligible as tenants in 
a low-rent housing project who 
cannot afford to pay enough to 
cause private enterprise in their 
locality to build an adequate sup­ 
ply of decent dwellings for their 
use and whose net income does 
not exceed five (and in the case 
of larger families, six) times the 
rental of the dwellings to be fur­ 
nished such families. 
In order to assure complete oc­ 
cupancy, the num ber of eligible 
families in the community must 
be several times the num ber of 
dwellings to be included in any 
proposed project. 
In the relative­ 
ly small communities, the local 
authorities usually find it neces­ 
sary to compile detailed and ac­ 
curate inform ation In order to de­ 
term ine whether there are a suffi­ 
cient number of slum dw ellers in 
the community who can afford 
housing in a project adequate in 
size from the standpoint of m an­ 
agement costs. 
The City of Escanaba should 
consider its problem in the light 
of the m atters outlined above.

should consider particularly 
the 
num ber of eligible 
low 
income 
families in the com m unity in re­ 
lation to the problem of whether 
this num ber is sufficient to assure 
an adequate m arket for a project 
large enough in size to permit low 
rentals.

quires time and study. 
W hile the provisions 
of 
the 
United States Housing Act require 
that, in determ ining whether au 
earm arking should be made and 
contracts for financial assistance 
entered into, 
consideration

given to the problem of relieving 
unemployment by the early com­ 
mencement of construction, it is 
our sincere desire to make the 
United States Housing Authority 
an agency of Nation-wide service, 
in communities of a1] sizes and in 
all locations. 
The earm arkings 
which have been made to date ex­ 
emplify this policy, for funds are 
being made available to communi­ 
ties in the North and South, the 
East and W est; to relatively small 
communities as well as to the very 
large m etropolitan areas. 
Of the 
144 earm arkings which have been 
made to date. 67 have been made 
for communities having a popula­ 
tion under 60,000 and 
25 
for 
communities having a population 
between 60,000 and 100.000.

total of 82 earm arkings out of the 
144, made to date have thus been 
for communities having a popula­

STATE HOSPITAL 
PLAN EXPLAINED 


Newberry Stages Parade 
for Ground Breaking 
Ceremonies 


Newberry, Oct. 18— “The Mas­ 
ter Plan’’ whereby the Newberry 
State hospital will In time care 
for 800 feeble minded children, 
was explained on Monday by Dr. 
Joseph E. Barrett, state hospital 
director, in the celebrating mark­ 
ing the ground-breaking 
of 
the 
first construction held 
here 
on 
Monday 
w’hen 
Governor 
Frank 
Murphy, Senator Prentiss Brown; 
and many other state and federal 
officials were the guests of the 
village. The building now under 
way represents nearly a million 
dollar outlay. The completed plan 
will call for a million and a quar­ 
te! more. Politics were laid aside 
on Monday, 
all 
business 
places 
and the schools were closed from 
two to four 
p. rn., 
during 
the 
hours of the 
celebration. 
Flags 
were displayed 
on 
the 
business 
flouts, the American legion and 
the high school bands led the pa­ 
rade with a Legion color guard as 
hundreds of cars followed Govern­ 
or Murphy and his party to the 
hospital grounds. 
The Newberry Lions club spon­ 
sored the program 
and 
celebra­ 
tion, Herman 
Kunert, appointed 
by the club as chairman, opened 
the speaking program 
with 
the 
words “Governor Murphy is my 
governor and yours, the governor 
of all parties. For that reason we 
are glad to welcome you.” 
The local institution 
is 
over 
populated, having 
1340 
patients 
in buildings meant to hold not 
more than 1105. Employes live in 
crowded quarters, 
every 
bit of 
room from attics to basements be­ 
ing used for this purpose. A new 
power plant, replacing 
the 
out­ 
moded 
and 
over-taxed 
antique 
now functioning, a children’s cot­ 
tage with school, 
an 
employee’s 
heme, 
and 
new 
administration 
buildings are in the present build­ 
ing program. 
The quarters now 
used as an administration build­ 
ing will be turned over to the use 
of patients, thus relieving almost 
all of the congestion. The admin­ 
istration building will cost $160,- 
0 0 0 . 
U. I*. C'hiUlTen at Lapeer 
John Anderson, chairman of the 
hospital commission, stated that in 


the over-crowded Lapeer home for 
the feeble minded are now hous­ 
ed 400 children from Upper Pen­ 
insula families, miles away from 
their families. At least part of this 
unfortunate group will be moved 
to the new 
hospital 
and 
other 
U. P. children who will be institu­ 
tionalized will be kept here where 
every attempt will 
be 
made 
to 
train them to become self-support­ 
ing in as far as their abilities 
permit. This Is a part of the pre­ 
vention program now under way 
in all 
Institutions, 
Dr. 
Barrett 
stated. The new construction in­ 
cluded in the “master plan’’ is de­ 
signed to care for from 700 to 
800 children. 
Mr. Ferguson W rites 
Although “no politics’’ was the 
avowed aim, a 
letter 
was 
read 
from R'. G. Ferguson, long a mem­ 
ber of the state hospital commis­ 
sion and for whom the Receiving 
hospital, completed a 
few 
years 
ago, is named. The letter explain­ 
ed that the Sault Ste. Marie gen­ 
tleman has been ill, and is now 
only able to work for an hour or 
so daily. Mr. Ferguson stated that 
Michigan had never had a govern- 
oi who had taken more Intelligent 
interest in the hospitals 
of 
the 
state than has the present govern­ 
or and added “ it is my hope and 
my belief that 
he 
will 
succeed 
himself.” 
Senator Prentiss Brown of St. 
Ignace Introduced 
the governor. 
“ I get worried 
about 
Michigan 
when I am in Washington and 
read of the waste and Incompe­ 
tence of the state administration 
in the papers. 
But 
when 
I get 
home I am relieved, for I can see 
no signs of it.” 
Senator 
Brown 
paid a high tribute to Mr. Fergu­ 
son, whom he said, had given his 
best thought and time to the un­ 
fortunate of the Upper Peninsula. 
Teat of Government 
The governor’s talk concerned 
the state Institutions and the con­ 
ditions which he 
has 
found 
in 
them. “ I found, in one institution, 
employees having 
to 
use 
bath­ 
rooms for 
bedrooms, 
and 
halls 
used as wards. I found cottages 
which were 
fire-traps. 
I 
found 
conditions which made it impos­ 
sible for proper care to be given 
to the unfortunates of the state. 
I believe that the best test of gov­ 
ernment is the manner in which 
the unfortunates are 
cared 
for. 
We could balance the budget and 
neglect them, but that Is not civi­ 
lized, nor Christian-like, nor even 
economical.” He went on to state 
that It was his belief that econom­ 
ic Insecurity could be blamed for 
much of 
the 
population 
to 
be 
found in the Newberry hospital, as 


well as a1! others In the state. He 
gave credit to all those. Republi­ 
cans and Democrats 
alike, 
who 
had assisted in making the pre­ 
sent building 
program 
possible. 
Politics have not entered Into his 
administration of 
state 
hospital 
work, be declared, and added that 
there had not been a single change 
In the personnel of the Newberry 
hospital since 
he 
was 
elected. 
This statem ent brought a round 
of applause. 
Governor Murphy gave credit to 
a Newberry man, Verold Gortne- 
ly for the idea of ear-m arking the 
state liquor 
funds 
for 
hospital 
une. He said th at a program of 
prevention and research has been 
established under Dr. B arrett, who 
is from Arkansas and later from 
the east, and th at this state now 
leads the nation in this type of 
service.

Akron became concerned over bicycle rid­ 
ing dangers when twro cyclists were kill­ 
ed and 78 injured on the city’s streets last 
year. 
While making the brake tests, 
Akron 
policemen asks the bicycle owner a num­ 
ber of important questions to 
determine 
whether he knows 
the 
common 
safety 
rules. 
Bicycles are licensed in Akron, and 
riders failing to observe the rules 
may 
have their operating permit taken away 
from them. 
Failure to have a license may 
bring a fine ranging from $2 to $100. 
The licensing of bicycles results 
in 
a 
stricter observance of safety rules by the 
boys and girls. 
The Escanaba municipal 
traffic safety commission might be 
able 
to obtain some worthwhile information by- 
making a study of the Akron plan. 
With 
the cycling pastime enjoying new heights 
of popularity, a new problem of 
traffic 
safety definitely has arrived. Akron’s plan 
of linking the bicycle with the automobile 
in the safety education work 
should

Profits of War 
IT WAS not surprising that the subject of 
war profits so quickly came to the fore 
when Europe appeared on the 
verge 
of 
war. 
The question of profits of war 
has 
been gaining a wider scope since 1918. 
Among President Roosevelt’s visitors at 
the time of the recent European crisis was 
Bernard Baruch, head of the War Indus­ 
tries Board that functioned 
during 
the 
World War. 
There was much speculation 
as to why Mr. Roosevelt Invited Mr. Bar­ 
uch to call. 
Silence was and is the golden 
word these days in White House circles, 
and obviously no statement was forthcom­ 
ing as to the nature of the conference. 
However, many observers 
pieced 
to­ 
gether certain facts and made deductions. 
They saw in the Roosevelt-Baruch confer­ 
ence some thought of considering control 
of war profits in this country in the event 
if necessity. 
Following the World W ar 
when 
this 
country along with other nations had 
an 
apportunity to review all phases of 
war 
m d its effects on the Nation’s 
welfare, 
sentiment against excess war profits be­ 
jan to take definite form. 
Individuals and organizations through­ 
out the c o u n t r y that had been saying 
if 
profits could he taken out of war there 
would be no war, found a rallying 
place 
around President Hoover in 
the 
latter 
months of his administration. 
Mr. Hoo­ 
ver contended that the huge sums spent 
pn armaments were among the causes of 
the depression. 
Of course there were, as 
would be expected, pros and cons as to his 
theory, but the fact remains that millions 
agree that war profits, resulting in specu­ 
lation. were a potent factor in bringing 
on the economic collapse of the world. 
In 1934 the “Take the profit out 
of 
war'' slogan emerged from being a plati­ 
tude. for it was in that year the 
Senate 
Munitions Committee was appointed. The 
scope of investigation was wide, and 
the 
manner of the committee not 
mild. 
No 
n a m e s were great enough and no organ­ 
ization powerful 
enough 
to 
intimidate 
committee members. Standing 
room 
at 
hearings went at a premium. Public opin­ 
ion was greatly aroused and has not abat­ 
ed. 
On the basis of these hearings, legisla­ 
tion to curb prof it ^ of war was designed. 
Preliminary work of the proposed legisla 
tion was confided to Mr. Baruch. Among 
the most drastic ol the proposals was a 
IOO per cent tax on war profits. None of 
the proposals has been enacted into law. 
The neutrality 
legislation 
passed 
In 
March, 1937, was, in a sense, a 
compro­ 
mise measure to appease the advocates of 
no war proiits. 
At least 
this 
is 
the 
thought of unbiased observers. 
The neutrality act— operative at the dls- 
creation of the President— does not make 
war profits impossible, but more difficult 
to realize. 
However, the act is 
still 
a 
subject of debate and many see in it d a n - |consln problem, 
ger to peace, 
Its effects remain 
to 
he j

Portrait of the Nation

HE small town would

the Big Town.

His life is “ largely a m atter of making an 
honest living . . . educating his children so 
that they can do better in life than their 
parents have done . . . living in peace and 
harmony . . . and finding pleasure in the 
simpler things of life.’’

This correspondent seems to find two ir­ 
ritants in the announcement. One is that 
the public, and the newspapers,

On several previous occasions 
federal 
agencies advanced fine plans to “rehabili­ 
tate’" settlers in upper Wisconsin and asks 
t eh Rhinelander resident, what 
has 
be­ 
come of them? 
it is a good question. What has become 
of them? How far did those previous fed­ 
eral undertakings solve any problems? 
The other irritant that 
arouses 
this 
correspondent is the failure, in his opin­ 
ion. of lower Wisconsin’s people and 
its 
newspapers to urge first, and then encour­ 
age upper Wisconsin’s people to work out 
their ow n destiny 
That proposal is sound, but let’s look at 
[the record. 
After the lumbering heydays upper Wis­ 
consin was confronted with problems, in­ 
c lu d e gtax problems. Soon northern legis­ 
lators began to demand bigger state sub­ 
sidies of various sorts

way appropriations, tax shifts to the more 
prosperous sections of the state. 
These demands were reasonable enough, 
hut they did mean that the burdened tits 
triets were asking outside aid, not hand­ 
ling their difficulties themselves.

“demilitarized” Rhineland, it was March 7, 
1938, at Saturday.

was

March 12, 1938, when he grabbed Austria. 
May 21, when Czechoslovakia mobilized its 
army against expected German 
inbaslon, 
was a Saturday. Finally, during his talks 
with Chamberland, he fixed October I — a

Hitler is a diplomatic opportunist. 
In 19 35, Mussolini began his 
war 
on 
Ethiopia. 
Britain forced 
through

tions, and Italy found herself alone

friendless. At this moment— the

dictator 
across the Alps friendship and 
material 
ald. Mussolini gratefully accepted and the 
“Rome-Berlin axis” was born. 
Germany had been forbidden to

Washington— When the Wage-Hour Act 
goes into effect next Monday, the 
event 
will make a notable milestone in 
U. 
S. 
economic history— but to begin 
with 
it 
will be mostly on paper. 
As a result of sabotage by congressional 
foes of the law, It will get under way with 
funds sufficient only to apply it to a small 
fraction of the millions of workers whose 
pay and work-week were to have been bet­ 
tered. 
The White House asked for $1,500,000 
to administer the 
measure. 
That 
sum 
would have permitted employment of an 
adequate staff of experts and lawyers in 
Washington, and establishment 
of 
the 
state and regional field offices necessary 
to enforce the law. 
But in the confusion 
of the closing hours of Congress, the die­ 
hard opponents of the bill succeeded 
in 
slashing the- appropriation to $400,000. 
Even this drastically curtailed fund had 
strings tied to it. 
Earmarked 
for 
the 
Childrens’ Bureau of Labor Statistics was 
$105,000 to cover the cost of preliminary 
surveys, thus leaving only $295,000 
for 
administrative purposes. 
Thus, although every industry affected 
by the law is required to comply with its 
wage and hour provisions from next Mon­ 
day on, Administrator 
Elmer 
Andrews 
will actually be able to tackle only two— 
textiles and garments. 
Two others, shoes and 
tobacco, 
may 
come later, but that will be the limit 
of 
his range until additional funds are pro­ 
vided by the new Congress. 
Even 
this 
limited activity Is overtaking the 
small 
staff Andrews has been able to assemble. 
It has been working nights and Sundays 
steadily for weeks. 
— PW A LET-UP— 
Before leaving Washington on his west­ 
ern inspection trip, Secretary of Interior 
Ickea called his PWA workers together 
and warmly congratulated them for their 
dispatch in getting the new building pro­ 
gram under way.

W ashington— In 1630 the Pil­ 
grim Fathers of the Massachusetts 
colony, faced with a labor short-! 
age, passed a law providing that 
“carpenters. Joiners, bricklayers, 
sawyers and thatchers shall 
not 
take above two shillings a day.” 
In 193 8 .on Oct. 2 4. in a period 
of great unemployment, a federal 
law will go into effect which sets 
a minimum hourly wage rate oft 
25 cents and a maximum work 
week of 4 4 hours, with time and 
one-half for overtime. 
The law is the 
Fair 
Labor 
Standard Act. 
Its adm inistrator 
is Elmer F. Andrews, head of the 
Wage and H our Division of the 
Department of Labor. 
The act al­ 
so bars from interstate commerce 
good* produced 
by 
“ oppressive 
'’hild labor." 
That part of it is 
under Chief K atherine F. Lenroot 
of the Children’s Bureau. 
Plenty of Questions 
Employers and employees still 
are asking which 
workers 
are 
covered and which are not. Aside 
from certain exemptions made in 
the law —chiefly of 
agricultural 
workers, seamen, street car em ­ 
ployes. executives, retail w orkers 
and most employes in the fishing, 
canning and dairy industries, the 
Wage and H our Division iii gen­ 
eral classifies those covered as: 
“ 1. Employes engaged in pro­ 
ducing, 
m anufacturing, 
mining, 
handling, transporting or in any 
manner w orking on goods moving 
in interstate commerce. 
“ 2. Employes engaged in any 
process or occupation 
necessary 
to the production of such goods. 
“ 3. Employes engaged in inter­ 
state transportation, transmission 
or com m unication.” 
Furth er interpretation by 
the 
division’s general 
counsel 
says 
that except for the state exemp­ 
tions, “all the employes, In a place 
of employm ent where goods ship­ 
ped or sold in 
interstate 
com­ 
merce were produced, are includ­ 
ed in the coverage . . 
This goes 
for watchmen, clerks, stenograph­ 
ers, m aintenance 
workers 
and 
messengers, am ong others. 
Employes 
in 
m anufacturing, 
processing or distributing plants, 
“a part of whose goods moves in 
commerce out of the 
state 
in 
which the plant is located,” are 
covered. 
But a plant 
none 
of 
whose products leave the state is 
not covered, even though its em ­ 
ployes work on 
raw 
m aterials 
from outside the state. 
Employes 
working at home, as well as those 
in factories, are covered. 
W here w orkers are paid on a 
piece-work basis or on a weekly 
or m onthly rate, they must receive 
at least the equivalent of the min-

ing, and em ploym ent of children 
under 18 in 
occupations 
deter­ 
mined as hazardous or detrim en­ 
tal. 
Specifically exempted from both 
wage and hour provisions are ag­ 
ricultural workers, seamen, em­ 
ployes of airplanes, street car, mo­ 
tor bus, interurban railways and 
of weekly or semi-weekly newspa­ 
pers of less than 3000 circulation; 
persons in bona fide 
executive, 
professional or local retailing ca­ 
pacity, or outside salesmen; em­ 
ployes of any retail or service es­ 
tablishm ent, most of whose selling 
or servicing is in interstate com­ 
merce; those engaged in fishing 
and the fishing industry; persons 
employed in the area of produc­ 
tion to handle, prepare or can ag­ 
ricultural dairy or 
horticultural 
products for market. 
Employes of railway, motor bus 
and truck carriers regulated 
by 
the I. C. C. are exempt from the 
hour rules, as are workers in the 
first, processing of milk or cream 
into dairy products, in 
ginning 
and compressing cotton, the pro­ 
cessing of cotton seed and the pro­ 
cessing of agricultural products 
into sugar or syrup. 
In industries designated by An­ 
drews as “seasonal” employes may 
work up to 12 hours a day or 56 
hours a week for not m ore than 
14 weeks each year, the overtime 
rate applying for hours in excess. 
Workers engaged in canning or 
packing fresh fruits and vegeta­ 
bles in the production a re a or in 
dressing poultry or slaughterings 
livestock are exempt from all hour 
provisions for up to 14 
weeks. 
Learners, apprentices and handi­ 
capped workers may be employed 
below the minimum wage under 
individual certificates issued by 
the adm inistrator.

Preceding Mrs. Shipman’s talk,

The speaker, attired in the cos­ 
tume native to the country upon 
which she spoke, displayed and 
told of curios and other articles 
which the Mexicans make to sell 
to American tourists. 
Tooled leather work is one of 
their specialties and no two arti­ 
cles are made alike. To have two 
alike they must be ordered 
spa­ 
cial. Even then it is hard to obtain 
them as the idea offends 
their 
artistic dignity. A brief history of 
silver work and basket weaving 
in Mexico was also given. 
The 
trip through Mexico was 
made in a caravan of late model 
cars driven by Mexican chauffeurs. 
Signals are arranged so the cara­ 
van can be stopped when desired. 
The tour was started at Laredo, 
Texas, and the trip to Monterey 
described as incomparable. 
Industries or businessses of the 
various cities or parts of the coun­ 
try were described, as were some 
of the native customs. 
In some 
parts of Mexico there are no gaso­ 
line pumps as in this country and 
gasoline is carried in tin cans with 
funnels attached. In other parts of 
the nation a groom-to-be 
never 
'sees the girl he is to marry until 
after the ceremony. 
Mexico City, 
established 
in 
1325, was described as a modern 
Paris and art treasures and high­ 
lights of the city were given fol­ 
lowing a brief history.

steady job today as Manager Har­ 
old Joseph (Pie) Traynor signed 
for his fifth full season, at an in­ 
crease in salary. 
The quiet, likeable Traynor has 
lasted longer than any of his pre­ 
decessors since Fred Clarke fin­ 
ished a 16-year reign in 1915. 
The Buccaneers booted away a 
National 
League 
championship 
less than a month ago by losing 
six of their last seven games, but 
even then there wasn’t much ques­ 
tion about Traynor returning ami 
President William E. Benswanger 
declared today: 
“We don’t hold Pie to blame for 
losing the pennant and most base­ 
ball men don’t either. 
He’s going 
to return with an increase in sal­ 
ary.’’ 
Traynor’s salary has been esti­ 
mated at around $18,000 by per­ 
sons close to the team although 
the club itself never discusses its 
payroll publicly. 
Working on the usual year to 
year contracts 
the 
Pirates give 
their players and managers, Tray­ 
nor has been with the Pittsburgh 
club 
continuously 
since 
1921, 
fourteen years as a player before 
he succeeded George Gibson at the 
helm in the summer of 1934. 
Until Traynor signed his new 
contract at his home In Bronx­ 
ville, Ind., the four and a half sea­ 
sons served by Bill McKechnie had 
been the yardstick for the careers 
of recent Pirate managers.

November 2 at 
Madison 
Square 
Garden. 
Hurricane Henry’s welterweight 
crown will be on the line when he 
meets Garcia flstlcally for the first 
time. 
He met him socially today 
when both fighters posed for pho­ 
tographers in Mike Jacobs’ office. 
Armstrong spent sixteen leisure­ 
ly days In Hot Springs and, with 
two weeks still remaining before 
the Garcia bout, his enjoyed the 
longest layoff since he embarked on 
his amazingly successful ring ca­ 
reer. His bout with Garcia will be 
his first since Angust 17, when he 
outpointed Lou Ambers to win the 
lightweight championship and be­ 
come the first man in boxing his­ 
tory to hold three titles simnltae- 
ously. 
In the Interim the human buzz­ 
saw decided to give up his feather­ 
weight crown. That it was a time­ 
ly move became evident today when 
Armstrong announced he had put 
on weight during his 
“vacation” 
and expected to weight in for Gar­ 
cia at 136 pounds, ten pounds over 
the featherweight and one over the 
lightweight limit. 
The challenger probably will have 
about an eight-pound weight advan­ 
tage, the same Barney Ross held 
when Armstrong stripped him of 
the welterweight title last May.

Here are questions and answers 
on most important features of the 
a c t: 
What is the purpose of the law? 
To place a floor under wages and 
a ceiling over hours and to improve 
certain working conditions. 
How is this to be achieved? 
Over a period of years, the mini 
mum wage permitted to he paid 
wMll he raised to 40 cents an hour 
and the work week will be short­ 
ened to 40 hours. 
What are the wage provisions? 
In the iirst year, the law estab­ 
lishes a 25 cent minimum; for the 
next six years a 30-eent minimum, 
and thereafter. 40 cents. 
What are the hour provisions? 
A maximum work week of 44 
hours the first year. 42 the second 
and 40 thereafter. 
To whom will the law apply? 
With a few’ exceptions, it covers 
all workers wrhose employer Is in 
interstate commerce or who them ­ 
selves produce goods for such com­ 
merce. 
What is meant by Interstate com­ 
merce? 
The act defines the 
term 
as 
trade, 
commerce, 
transportation, 
transmission 
o r 
communication 
among states and territories and 
possessions, or from one state to 
a point outside. 
How many workers will be af­ 
fected by the taw at the start? 
It is estimated officially that pay 
of more than 760.000 will be raised 
and the hours of more than 2.000. 
OOO will be shortened. 
What types of worker are exempt 
from the wage and hour provisions? 
Federal, 
state 
and 
local 
em­ 
ployees; agricultural workers, sea­ 
men and employees 
of 
airlines, 
streetcar, motorbus, interurban rail­ 
ways and of weekly or semi-weekly 
newspapers with a circulation of 
less than 3.000; executives, profes­ 
sionals. outside salesmen or per­ 
sons engaged in a local retailing 
capacity; 
persons in a retail or 
service establishment and in the 
fishing industry and in the area of 
production of dairy products. 
Who determines whether an in­ 
dustry Is In interstate commerce? 
The legal stair of Elmer F. An­ 
drews, adm inistrator of 
the 
act, 
whose decisions may be reviewed 
by the courts. 
Can a minimum higher than 26 
cents an hour be established during 
the first year? 
Yes. 
Upon recommendation of 
industry 
committees, 
the 
wage- 
hour administration may order em­ 
ployers to pay a minimum wage as 
high as 40 cents an hour, providing 
it doesn't curtail employment. 
Who are members of Industry 
committees? 
Persons selected by the adminis­ 
trator to represent, in equal num ­ 
bers. a certain industry, its labor 
forces and the public. 
Will a minimum wag* balow 26 
cents be permitted? 
In cases of apprentices, learners, 
handicapped workers and m essen­ 
gers. the adm inistrator may. upon 
request, approve a lower scale. 
Is th* recommendation of an In­ 
dustry committee final? 
The adm inistrator must 
accept 
the recommendation if it is iu ac­ 
cordance with the law. 
Can th* committee recommend 
geographical differentials? 
The act prohibits such differen­ 
tials but the committee can con­ 
sider competitive conditions affect­ 
ed 
by 
transportation, living and 
production costs. 


May the committee recommend 
different rates for men and women? 
The law prohibits class! ti cat ion 
by age or sex. 
What does an employer or work­ 
er do if he is not sure whether the 
act applies to him? 
Pending 
issuance 
of 
complete 
definitions of the scant terms in 
the act, wage-hour officials advise 
full compliance. 
Are there penalties for violating 
the sot, or for an assumption, sub­ 
sequently proved erroneous, that a 
person is not covered by it? 
Employees eau rec over twice the 
amount of unpaid minimum or over­ 
time wages and the employer may 
be fined up to $10,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than six months. 
lf overtime is permitted, what 
la the rate of pay? 
Overtime is authorized if the em­ 
ployer makes compensation at the 
rate of time and a half the regular 
rate. 
Must this be in cash? 
Presumably, officials 
say, cash 
must be paid but the administra­ 
tion has not ruled officially on that 
point. 
What ara the act’* provisions re­ 
lating to employment of children? 
Congress prohibited use of "op 
pressive child labor," described as 
employment of children under 16 
unless the labor department finds 
the work not to interfere with their 
schooling, health or well-being; and 
as employment of children between 
16 and 18 in an occupation the de­ 
partm ent finds particularly hazard­ 
ous or detrimental to health and 
well-being. 
What are the exemptions to these 
provisions? 
Child actors, children under 16 
employed by their parents in non- 
nmnufacturlng and non mining oc­ 
cupations and children employed in 
agriculture while they are not legal­ 
ly required to go to school. 
What affect does the law have on 
union oontraote in existence in In­ 
dustry? 
Employees are exempt from the 
hour provisions who work under 
a collective bargaining agreement 
sanctioned by the national labor 
board which calls for a maximum 
of 1,000 hours in 26 weeks or 2,000 
hours in 52 weeks. 
But, for work 
over 12 hours a day or 56 hours 
h week, they must be paid for over­ 
time.

only in Austria, but also in new­ 
ly-annexed parts

vakia, and to some extent in b a ­ 
varia. 
In all these regions there have 
been signs of an active Catholic 
revival.
